health The head of a 
group funding the battle 
against AIDS, malaria and 
tuberculosis in the world’s 
poorest countries is com¬ 
ing to Canada with a mes¬ 
sage for the G8: don’t 
cheriy-pick when it comes 
to paying for maternal and 
child health. 

The appeal comes after 
the Harper government’s 
controversial decision not 
to spend its development 
dollars on abortion as part 
of its signature G8 plan. 

Canada hosts the G8 
summit this month in 
Huntsville, Ont., and has 
championed the plan to 
bring basic health services 
to the poorest of pregnant 
women and children, 
mostly in Africa. 

The federal 
Conservatives say 
Canada’s money would be 
better spent on other 
areas, such as training 
frontline health workers, 
nutrition, treatment and 
prevention of diseases 
such as pneumonia, malar¬ 
ia and AIDS, as well as 
clean water and 
sanitation. 

But Michel Kazatchlcine, 
executive director of the 
Global Fund for AIDS, Tu¬ 
berculosis and Malaria, 
says he doesn’t think 
donor countries should 
get to pick and choose 
which child- and maternal- 
health initiatives get fund¬ 
ed and which don’t. 

“I really don’t think that 
any funding coming in a 
global commitment 
should be earmarked, one 
way or the another, 
earmarked positively or 
negatively,” Kazatchlcine 
said. 

He said the abortion¬ 
funding debate shouldn’t 
spill over into any G8 
funding pledge.

Weapon fight probed 

Stabbing victims tried to intervene: School official

Police continue to investi¬ 
gate a fight near a high 
school in northeast 
Edmonton Tuesday that 
left two Archbishop 
O'Leary students with mi¬ 
nor stab wounds and 
another man with serious 
facial injuries. 

Edmonton Catholic 
Schools spokesperson Lori 
Nagy said the two O’Leary 
students were not part of 
the original fight but ended 
up trying to intervene. 

“They went to a fight 
they heard was going to 


happen and unfortunately 
became involved,” she said 
at the school yesterday. 
“Lucidly their injuries are 
minor and they will be 
fine.” 

Nagy said the school 
board is working with po¬ 
lice on the investigation 
and the principal of the 
school has sent a letter 
home to parents to inform 
them of the incident. 

“The students unfortu¬ 
nately were there and be¬ 
came involved and I think 
that alone is a really good 
lesson on what can hap¬ 
pen,” she said. “I think it’s a 
concern that teens increas¬ 
ingly use weapons to solve

problems.” 

Police spokesperson Dean 
Parthenis said at about 4 
p.m. Tuesday, the two stu¬ 
dents, aged 17 and 18, went 
to an area just east of North- 
mount Hall on 92 Street 
and 140 Avenue to watch a 
fight between other 
unidentified people. 

“At some point the two 


victims became involved in 
an altercation with two sus¬ 
pects and a short time later 
the 17-year-old was stabbed 
in the back, the 18-year-old 
was stabbed once in the leg 
and there was another 21- 
year-old male who was pep¬ 
per-sprayed in the face and 
assaulted and suffered fa¬ 
cial injuries,” Parthenis 
said. “Investigators have a 
tentative idea of who the 
suspects might be but noth¬ 
ing has been officially veri¬ 
fied yet.” 

Parthenis said investiga¬ 
tors are still working on 
possible leads but no one 
has been charged at this 
time.

Exposing their campaign 
by exposing themselves 
was the theme for Lush 
employees yesterday, as 
they wore nothing but a 
barrel to protest against 
the tarsands. 

Outside the company’s 
Whyte Avenue location, 
the employees braved the 
rain, encouraging passers- 
by to sign postcards. 

Addressed to Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper, the 
cards are demanding the 
government fund green, 
renewable energy and stop 
the support for the 
tarsand industry. 

Lush employee Damon 
Nickel said dropping his 
pants drew a lot of atten¬ 
tion to an otherwise over¬ 
looked issue. 

“We’re scraping the bot¬ 
tom of the barrel right 
now. The time we do run 
out of oil is not going to be 
a smooth transition,” Nick¬ 
el said. 

“What’s happening in 
the Gulf of Mexico right 
now just emphasizes our 
point even more that this 
really needs to stop.” 

The strip-down was part 
of a two-week campaign. 
Close to 140 Lush stores 
throughout North Ameri¬ 
ca are participating to 


raise awareness about the 
environmental impact of 
the tarsands. 

While Lush initiated the 
campaign, it’s not forced 
upon the employees, said 
Tricia Stevens, who came 
from the Vancouver head 
office to support the Ed¬ 


monton staff. 

“Everyone who’s in a 
barrel today is volunteer¬ 
ing to support this part of 
the campaign,” she said. 

Stevens said the cus¬ 
tomers’ reactions varied, 
but this shouldn’t be dic¬ 
tating Lush’s role as an 


ethical company. 

“We feel that if we’re 
not talking about this im¬ 
portant issue and not get¬ 
ting people upset, we’re 
not doing our job,” 
Stevens said. 

“If we lose a few cus¬ 
tomers along the way, 
hopefully we will have 
gained some more.” 

Lush has stopped work¬ 
ing with companies that 
are using oil from the 
tarsands.

Jasper park officials get 
tough on feeding bears 


nature Jasper National 
Park officials are cracking 
down on visitors who are 
feeding its black bears and 
grizzlies because the wild 
animals can become ag¬ 
gressive and attack hu¬ 
mans, CBC News Online re¬ 
ports. 

Six incidents of bear 
feeding have been report¬ 
ed since the Victoria Day 
weekend, officials at Jasper 
told CBC News. 

While “Don’t Feed the 
Bears” signs have been up 
in the park for more than 
50 years, warden supervi¬ 
sor Jim Mamalis said the 
park is noticing an in¬ 
crease in bear feedings. 

The park reported two 
bear-feeding incidents last 


year in Jasper, and one 
each in 2008 and 2007. 

Even one feeding can 
change a bear’s behaviour, 
Mamalis said. It can make 
the bear more comfortable 
with getting food from hu¬ 
mans and can lead to trag¬ 
ic consequences, such as 
bear attacks, he said. 

Parks Canada officials 
caught an Edmonton fami¬ 
ly feeding a black bear 
bread crumbs over the May 
long weekend. A photo of 
the feeding was taken and 
the family was reported to 
park officials. Mamalis said 
the family members were 
given a warning but not 
fined. They were remorse¬ 
ful for what they did, he

Revealed: Elusive 
secrets of autism 


The secrets of autism were 
laid bare in a wide-rang¬ 
ing landmark report yes¬ 
terday. 

The large st-ever attempt 
to compare the DNA of in¬ 
dividuals with autism to 
people without the condi¬ 
tion shows a substantial 
number of rare genetic 
changes are involved in 
the disease. 

The scientists behind 
the effort — published on¬ 
line yesterday by the jour¬ 
nal Nature — said the 
work identifies dozens of 
new genes involved in 
autism. 

The pattern that

emerges is that the genetic 
causes of autism are likely 
far more complex than sci¬ 
entists would have hoped. 

And it dashes hopes that 
a small number of genetic 
changes might be respon¬ 
sible for the condition. 

Senior investigator Steve 
Scherer, a leading genetics 


expert at Toronto’s Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children, said: 
“Our research findings 
point to the fact that ge¬ 
netic variations that we 
discovered are actually 
rare in frequency, mean¬ 
ing most individuals with 
autism are probably genet¬ 
ically quite unique, each 
having their own genetic 
form of autism.” 

He likened it to each in¬ 
dividual having a genetic 
fingerprint for his or her 
own version of autism. 

The study involved 1,500 
families across North 
America and Europe.

The Canadian military has 
started collecting 
paperwork stashed inside 
metal shipping containers 
at Kandahar Airfield that

A military team of four 
has arrived at the base from 
Canada to complete the ar¬ 
duous task of retrieving 
thousands of highly sensi¬ 
tive documents that detail 
the transfer of detainees 
from Canadian custody. 

“It’s not a document 


hunt,” Lt.-Col. Shane Gif¬ 
ford, who is responsible 
for detainee files at the 
base, said. “We know 
where all the documents 
are. It’s not looking for 
something that fell behind 
the chairs or something.” 

The files are the subject 
of intense controversy in 


Canada. The Military Po¬ 
lice Complaints Commis¬ 
sion, an independent fed¬ 
eral body, has asked the 
Department of National 
Defence to disclose all doc¬ 
uments on detainees, in¬ 
cluding detainee transfer 
orders in Kandahar. But 
the federal government 


says those files are beyond 
the commission’s mandate 
and is trying to prevent 
their release. Two weeks 
ago, lawyers for the Justice 
Department filed an appli¬ 
cation with the Federal 
Court that seeks to over¬ 
rule the commission’s re¬ 
quest.

BUDGET Stephen Harper's mi¬ 
nority Conservative 
government has passed its 
fifth consecutive federal budg¬ 
et with the tacit support of the 
Liberal opposition. The 2010 
budget bill sailed through the 
House of Commons by a vote 
of 138-126 on Tuesday, with 30 
Liberal MPs absent to ensure 
the budget survived — along 
with the government.

NETHERLANDS The pro- 
business VVD party claimed vic¬ 
tory in Dutch elections early 
Thursday, as voters continued a 
Europe-wide shift to the politi¬ 
cal right and rewarded parties 
that pledged to cut spending 
and discourage immigration. 

“It appears as if for the first 
time in our history the VVD has 
become the largest party in the 
Netherlands,” would-be prime 
minister Mark Rutte told chant¬ 


ing supporters in the town of 
Scheveningen. With 96.5 per 
cent of votes counted, Rutte's 
party led left-leaning Labor by 
31 seats to 30 in the 150-seat 
parliament, a result that 
spelled possibly months of 
haggling between the two to 
fashion a coalition. Voters also 
gave a major boost to the anti- 
Islam Freedom Party of Geert 
Wilders, which scored its best- 
ever finish with 24 seats.

The FBI thought it was 
dosing in on Joran Van 
der Sloot in the notorious 
Natalee Holloway 
missing-teenager case, 
and he was paid $25,000 
in a sting operation. But 
when the agency delayed 
his arrest to help build a 
murder case, he took the 
money and headed for 
Peru, where authorities 
say he now has confessed 
to killing a different 
young woman. 

The investigation of van 
der Sloot in the Alabama 
teenager’s case simply was 
not far enough along to 
have had him arrested, the 
FBI and the U.S. attorney’s 
office in Birmingham, Ala¬ 
bama, said yesterday. 

Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee chairman Patrick 
Leahy sent a letter to FBI 
Director Robert Mueller 
and requested an explana¬ 
tion of “exactly what hap¬ 
pened in this case and the 
basis for all actions taken 
by the FBI.” 

Federal law enforcement 
officials and a private inves¬ 
tigator said the work on 
Holloway’s disappearance 
was revived in April when 


van der Sloot reached out to 
someone close to Hol¬ 
loway’s mother and re¬ 
quested $250,000 in ex¬ 
change for disclosing the lo¬ 
cation of the young 
woman’s body on the is¬ 
land of Aruba. 

He got $25,000, and the 
private investigator says 
he was taped saying he 
pushed her down, she hit 
her head, and she died. 

The statement from the 
FBI and U.S. attorney’s of¬ 
fice said the law enforce¬ 
ment probe “was not suf¬ 
ficiently developed to 
bring charges prior to the 
time van der Sloot left 
Aruba.” 

Aruba authorities have 
been frustrated in their ef¬ 
forts to prosecute van der 
Sloot because they have 
been unable to find her re¬ 
mains. 

Van der Sloot has told in¬ 
vestigators in Aruba that he 
left the 18-year-old Hol¬ 
loway on a beach, drunk. 
For years, he has denied in¬ 
volvement in her disap¬ 
pearance. He was the last 
person seen with Holloway 
before she vanished during 
a high school graduation 


trip to the Dutch Caribbean 
island on May 30, 2005. 

For five years, van der 
Sloot has remained the key 
suspect in Aruba for the 
disappearance of Holloway. 

He is now being held in 
Peru in connection with 
the May 30 killing of 21- 
year-old business student 


Stephany Flores, daughter 
of a Peruvian circus impre¬ 
sario and former race car 
driver. She was found beat¬ 
en to death, her neck bro¬ 
ken, in the 22-year-old 
Dutchman’s hotel room. 
Police said the two met 
playing poker at a casino.

fishing village in Brazil 
kept his daughter impris¬ 
oned for 12 years, raped 
her repeatedly and had 
seven children with her, 
police said yesterday. 

The man is also accused 
of abusing a young girl he 
had with his daughter. 

Police allege that Jose 
Agostinho Pereira, 54, 
kept his daughter, now 28, 
under virtual house arrest 
in a two-room, thatched- 
roof hut near a tiny fish¬ 
ing village in northeastern 
Brazil. 

The alleged abuse began 
when Pereira’s wife left 
him in 1998, said police 
inspector Jair Lima de Pai- 
va. 

Pereira has been in jail 
since Tuesday in the city of 
Pinheiro in Maranhao 
state, about 2,250 kilome¬ 
tres north of Rio de 
Janeiro. Charges have not 
been filed against him. Un¬ 
der Brazilian law, prosecu¬ 
tors only file charges after 
police have ended their in¬ 
vestigation. 

Paiva said Pereira kept 
his daughter and the chil¬ 


dren in nearly complete 
isolation in the country¬ 
side near the village of Ex- 
perimento, about 80 kilo¬ 
metres outside of Pin¬ 
heiro. 

While the exact ages of 
the children — four girls 
and three boys — were not 
known as none of their 
births were registered, po¬ 
lice believe they range in 
age from two months to 12 
years. 

“None of them were al¬ 
lowed to leave the house. 
None can read, they can 
barely communicate with 
other people,” said Paiva. 

“They were all threat¬ 
ened with their lives if 
they tried to escape or tell 
anyone about the situa¬ 
tion.” 

Paiva said police were 
tipped off about Pereira’s al¬ 
leged crimes by an anony¬ 
mous phone call. 

Officers were sent to the 
remote area about 10 days 
ago, where they located 
Pereira’s house, kept it un¬ 
der observation for a few 
days and then arrested 
him.

Report predicts 50 per cent spike in crude oil production over the next 15 years 


European crisis affects demand: OPEC 

OPEC says Europe's debt crisis and an oversupply of crude in 
the market are weighing heavily on oil demand in the second 
half of the year. In its latest monthly report released yesterday, 
the Organization of the Petroleum Exporting Countries held its 
world oil demand growth forecast largely unchanged at 940,000 
barrels per day in 2010. The bloc, which supplies almost 35 per 
cent of the world's oil, says oil's recent price drop appears linked 
to Europe's debt crisis and a cooling in China's economic 
growth. 


Canadian crude oil 
production will jump 
more than 50 per cent in 
the next 15 years, driven 
by expansion in the Alber¬ 
ta oilsands, according to a 
new report. 

The Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Petroleum Produc¬ 
ers predicted yesterday 
that total crude oil pro¬ 
duction will grow from 
2.8 million barrels a day 
this year to 4.3 million 
barrels a day by 2025. 

This growth will be led 
by the oilsands, which 
will contribute 3.5 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day — or 81 


per cent of total crude 
production — by 2025, 
compared to 1.5 million 
barrels a day or 54 per 
cent of total production 
this year. 

“While the economic 
downturn in 2009 saw 
many projects deferred, a 
stabilizing investment cli¬ 
mate, more robust com¬ 
modity prices and market 
demand for Canadian 
crude have provided the 
foundation for several 
projects to return to ac¬ 
tive development,” said 
Greg Stringham, vice- 
president of markets and 


oilsands at CAPP. 

CAPP added that new 
technologies are being 
implemented in challeng¬ 
ing conventional oil reser-

voirs, and these will en¬ 
able more crude to be pro¬ 
duced than was possible 
in the past. 

“Canada’s oil and gas 


industry continues to de¬ 
velop and implement new 
technologies to better ad¬ 
dress the challenges of 
producing oil from more 
difficult reserves and con¬ 
tinuing to reduce 
environmental 
impacts,” 

Stringham 
said. 

CAPP’s fore¬ 
cast is based on 
an annual survey 
of producers and on¬ 
ly includes projects cur¬ 
rently in operation or un¬ 
der construction.

Ottawa approves 
sale of Lions Gate 


entertainment The federal 
government has given its 
approval for U.S. financier 
Carl Icahn to acquire Lions 
Gate Entertainment Corp., 
as the billionaire and ac¬ 
tivist investor fights to 
gain majority control of 
the Canadian-U.S. film and 
TV company. 

Heritage Minister James 
Moore said yesterday that 
the Icahn Group has made 
several assurances — in¬ 
cluding that the company 
will maintain jobs in Cana¬ 
da. 

“The investor has shown 
its willingness to promote 
Canadian cultural prod¬ 
ucts,” said Moore in a state¬ 
ment. 

“This decision is good 


for Canada. It will result in 
Lions Gate maintaining or 
increasing Canadian film 
and television production 
and protect and preserve 
Canadian jobs.” 

Icahn already owns 
about 19 per cent of Lions 
Gate but has been in a bat¬ 
tle for control of the com¬ 
pany for months. He wants 
to rein in spending at Li¬ 
ons Gate and is against the 
company’s interest in buy¬ 
ing another studio and its 
library of older titles. 

Last week, Lions Gate 
said it voted against an un¬ 
solicited bid from Icahn to 
buy the company for $7 US 
per share, calling the offer 
too low.

Profits likely to

As World Cup arrives, nation revels in road from conflict to celebration

Soccer's stars have 
converged on South Africa 
from across the globe, but 
on the eve of the World 
Cup, it is the host nation — 
with all its flaws and all its 
wonders — that has seized 
the spotlight. 

Crime is rampant, in 
shantytowns and posh sub¬ 
urbs. An HIV-AIDS epidemic 
rages. Yet the welcome for 
the world — from Cape 
Town to Soweto — couldn’t 
be warmer, or more proud. 

Blaring their plastic trum¬ 
pets, or “vuvuzelas,” and 
displaying their multi¬ 
coloured flag on their cars 
and their homes and them¬ 
selves, South Africans are 
embracing this historic mo¬ 
ment. It’s by far their bold¬ 
est foray onto the world 
stage since Nelson Mandela 
formally ended the 
apartheid era by winning 
the presidency in 1994. 

“It has unified all South 
Africa,” said Irvin Khoza, 
chairman of the local organ¬ 
izing committee. “It doesn’t 
matter if you’re black or 
white, or if you’re close to 
the sport or not. Everybody 
in this country is wearing 
the flag.” 

The four-week, 32-team 
tournament opens tomor¬ 
row with South Africa’s na¬ 
tional squad — a long shot 
to bookmakers but a 
favourite to adoring local 
fans who call it Bafana 
Bafana — taking on Mexico 
at Soccer City, the 94,700- 
seat stadium rising amid old 
gold mines between Johan¬ 
nesburg and Soweto.

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Portugal counting 
on Ronaldo goals

The World Cup provides a 
global showcase for 
soccer's greatest forwards, 
and if Cristiano Ronaldo 
wants to reach the status 
of Pele and Diego 
Maradona, he must do 
something he hasn't done 
for 16 months — score a 
goal for Portugal. 

The tournament in South 
Africa needs stars like 
Ronaldo and Argentina’s Li¬ 
onel Messi to produce their 
skills on the sport’s biggest 
stage, to thrill the billions 
of spectators watching 
games on television world¬ 
wide. 

That means FIFA’s 2008 
world player of the year will 
have to break a goal 
drought stretching back to 
a friendly game in February 
2009, when he scored from 
the penalty spot against Fin¬ 
land. 

In competitive matches, 
he has not found the net for 
Portugal since the 2008 Eu¬ 
ropean Championship. 

“It’s not a problem,” the 
Real Madrid player said be¬ 
fore the tournament. “I’m 
saving myself for the World 
Cup.” 

The time to deliver on 
that promise has come as 
Portugal readies for its June 
15 opener against Ivory 
Coast. 

Ronaldo has the ability to 
set a game alight, which is 


why Real Madrid paid Man¬ 
chester United $118 million 
US for him a year ago. 

The Portuguese forward’s 
electrifying bursts of pace, 
his spellbinding footwork 
and blistering right-foot 
shots — which Manchester 
United fans nicknamed 
“Ronny rockets” — have 
brought crowds to their feet 
at Old Trafford and the San¬ 
tiago Bernabeu stadium. 

Injuries, though, have un¬ 
settled Ronaldo’s interna¬ 
tional career. He played in 


just seven of Portugal’s 12 
World Cup qualifying 
matches and, in some 
games, was still recovering 
from injury. 

In 73 appearances since 
his 2003 debut, Ronaldo has 
scored 22 goals. 

Still, Portuguese fans 
grumble that his inability 
to reproduce his club form 
at international level is 
partly to blame for Portu¬ 
gal’s recent below-par per¬ 
formances.

In your basement apart¬ 
ment: Since cool air falls, 
you may not need an air 
conditioner however base¬ 
ments are often humid.

degrees cooler; open win¬ 
dows once the outside tem¬ 
perature have dipped below 
the temperature inside. 
Decorating ideas: Apply a 
frosted film on windows to 
create privacy but still allow 
as much light in as possible. 
Use an exhaust fan while 
showering allows steam 
and humidity to escape. 

In your townhouse: If you 
have central air condition¬ 
ing, close the vents on the 
main floor to force more air 
upstairs. As cold air falls, 


the lower levels will cool 
down. Use ceiling fans on 
upper floors to draw air up¬ 
wards and keeping the cool 
air from falling. Use your 
bathroom exhaust fan on 
top floors to draw out the 
hot air and pull cool air up. 
Decorating ideas: Decorate 
using light and aiiy colours 
like grey, blue and white on 
upper floors where its al¬ 
ways warmer; the cooler it 
looks the cooler you will 
feel. Keep all south facing 
blinds and drapes closed 
during the day when the 
sun is the hottest. 

Rid all upper floors of 
heavy area carpets which 
can insulate the heat.

Cork furnishings are both stylish and sustainable 


Crafting websites have 
hundreds of clever ideas 
for repurposing wine 
corks, from turning them 
into picture frames to 
making ornaments to us¬ 
ing them as knife cleaners 
or storage receptacles. 

And the professional de¬ 
sign world has discovered 
cork as well. There are 
beautiful examples to be 
found in furniture and 
home accessories. 

Cork is the outer bark of 
the cork oak tree, found in 
the Mediterranean and, in 
particular, Portugal, 
where more than half the 
world’s cork comes from. 


The trees are a remarkable 
renewable resource; the 
bark can be harvested 
every nine or 10 years for 
the life of the tree — most 
live to about 200. A tree in 
its prime, at 80 years old, 
can yield 200 kilograms of 
cork. That’s enough raw 
material to produce about 
25,000 natural wine corks. 

Cork is durable, light¬ 
weight, naturally insulat¬ 
ing, fire and rot resistant, 
and has a soft, pliable 
quality. It can be shaved 
thin enough to be used as 
a fabric for anything from 
handbags to upholstery. In 
thicker forms, or layered 


over other materials, cork 
makes great furniture and 
building materials. 

Philadelphia-based de¬ 
signer Michael Iannone 
uses the material artisti¬ 
cally in a collection of 
striking sideboards. Geo¬ 
metric and nature motifs 
are coaxed out of differ¬ 
ently coloured and tex¬ 
tured cork. 

“As a green furniture de¬ 
signer, I’m always looking 
for new materials to ex¬ 
pand the range of sustain¬ 
able materials that are 
available,” Iannone says. 
“We’ve always incorporat¬ 
ed graphics into our furni¬ 


ture line — cork fits the 
bill as a green material, 
and gives me a wide range 
of colours and finishes to 
create graphics with.” 

Vitra’s smart stools ap¬ 
pear at first glance to be 
wine corks for enormous 
bottles. They’re light and 
portable, and would com¬ 
plement any decor.

Top-earning Victoria's Secret supermodel Doutzen

Forty years in the same 
rock band and there’s not 
an overdose, trashed hotel 
room or groupie scandal 
to speak of? 

How on earth would di¬ 
rectors Scot McFadyen and 
Sam Dunn make a film 
about Rush interesting to 
those who can’t recite the 
lyrics to 2112? Is there 
something here beyond a 
typical rock doc? 

The answer, surprisingly, 
is yes. 

The story doesn’t start 
with the Toronto band’s 
first album in 1974, but 
goes back to its members’ 
upbringing, schooling, and 
motivation. 


Screen times 

• Rush: Beyond The Lighted 
Stage screens tomorrow 
and Saturday midnight at 
Garneau Theatre. 

It’s about three teenagers 
— one the son of Holocaust 
survivors, another of Yu¬ 
goslavian immigrants — 
who were fiercely commit¬ 
ted to music. All of them — 
singer-bassist-lceyboardist 
Geddy Lee, guitarist Alex 
Lifeson and drummer Neil 
Peart knew what they 
wanted to do in life — rock 
out. And not in a slacker, 
excuse-to-avoid-adult- 
responsibilities way. 

Through rare early 
footage of Rush playing 
high schools to “overreach¬ 
ing” sessions in the studio 
and more current live clips, 
one sees that Rush never 
wavered from this pursuit 
of musical excellence. 

The trio’s progressive 
hard rock and cerebral 
lyrics with words you’d 


sometimes have to look up 
won millions of dedicated 
fans. 

For the film, Trent 
Reznor, Billy Corgan, Jack 
Black, Foo Fighters’ Taylor 
Hawkins, Metallica’s Kirk 
Hammett and others gladly 
spoke of their love for the 
band, often quoting musi¬ 
cal and lyrical passages. 
Black declares the mem¬ 
bers “not even human” at 
one point. 

But despite the serious¬ 
ness of Rush’s music and 
work ethic, the film is filled 
with humour. 

The band members crack 
joke throughout, from 
their so-called Down The 
Tubes tour early in their ca¬ 
reer to their fashion choic¬ 
es (i.e. Lee’s Asian robe 
phase). 

It’s the funny stuff that 
gives a glimpse into their 
personalities, how they 
have stayed together all 
this time, and why Beyond 
The Lighted Stage is not 
just a story about musi¬ 
cians.
